Little Treatiſe had not ſeen the light. Tea, when I tonfidered howd:fficalt it 


would be to reprove an Error ( taen up by men otherwiſe Godly) without 
grieving the Spirits of ſome that are more texderly conſcienciom, or ſtrengthen= 
ing the hands of the fons of Violence againſt them , I was almoſt diſcouraged 
from publiſhing thereof: and for ſome good ſeaſon the publication hath been dew' 
ferred, Till at length, beinr excited by ſome precrcrs Saigrs, to drvnlge the 
ſame for the good of others, and of them more eſpccialiy that have been miſ< 
led, or may yet be unſetled in'this Poirt , 1 reſolved to ſend it abroad in that 
plain and homely dreſi as firſt it was prepared: awvidirg,; with all care and die 
ligence, any expreſſions that might grieve or offerd ſuch Brethren as have been 
drawn afide in thus particalar , ſo far as it may ſtand with a faithful and im- 
partial witneſs-braring tothe Truth. Which bring atack very difiiculs y and 
wch as needs a great meaſure of the Spirit of Wiſdom and Love; to condutt in 
the handling thereof, I judge it neceſſary for me, in ſenſe of mine own weakneſs 
and in(ufficiencygto look: up to him who giveth liberally,and ubraideth not * nnd 
therefore deſire our diſſenting Brethrengif peſſibly they may meet with any thing 
that may ſeemto have any other appearance, they would candidly izterpret my 
words,aud know my intention is not to grieve or wound ; but ta cure and heal 
any that are gone aſtray : and accordingly, with a Spirit of Love to read and 
receive, what i here tendered to thery in Love, | 
It ts far from my purpoſe, te ſtir up or ſtrengthen the hands of men in power 
to ſmire with the fiſt of wickedneſs ſuch as diſſent in jadcement (and it may be 
in prattiſe tos) fromthemſelves, and others alſo that are Godly,inthis point, I 
rather judge it a duty, tobear witneſs azainſt ſuch aperſecnting and Arti» 
chriſtian Praftiſe, as utterly repugaant to Goſyel-jrinciples, Goals and Priſons 
have been the uſnal arguments, wherewith the adverſaries ef the trath, have 
been wont to diſpnte againſt Saints, So dith not Chriſt. When he comes to deal 
with the world for ſin , he ſends them not to Goals and Priſons « but ſends his 
Spirit to convince them of their Errors. Ard in this very caſe of the Sabbach, 
when ſome Brethren did (in a time of oreat ſtraights aud neceffity) take bolgs 
xeſs to violate the day of ret: what did ga-d Nehennan,Nehb.1 3.15, in thes 
caſe? Did he exerciſe power as theT irſhatha er chief Governeryo cox:niit them 
ro Goals and Priſons? werily, No. * He rather, lhe his Lord and Maſter 
Chriſt, reaſons the matter with them, and rebnkes their tranſcreſſion, ſhewing 
them the danger thereof, and what wrath it would bring npon \tael, And 
when that did not prevail,but they ſtill perfifted to bring their wares,and lodged 
| once 


once aud again without the gates, .( which he fer prevention had cauſed to he 
kept ſhut) yet he ſell not fon! #ponthers forthwith _ teſtifceh "37 92, 
and debates the matier with themybeſare he did ſo much Srectealro\r Work 
an Alt of Power, Indeed,after due means.uſed to convince their conſciences, 
he declares, That if they will ſtill perſiſt in ſuch an open breach of the Reſt, af- 
fer ſo many admonitions ard means of convittion uſed ; he they would exerciſe. 
Power to curb that open breach of the Command, which a Magiſtr atey _ as an. 
Heir of reſtraint, n-,y do. He may command the gates of the City 20 be ſhut,

Reſt; or reſtr&in ſuch perſons as would wilfully (after divers admonitions aud 
ane means of convittion uſed) do ſervile works upen that day, Thisz as an © 
Heir of reſtraint he may do : But to exerciſe Atts of Power upon the outward 
- angril ane means have been uſed to inform and convince conſcience : yea, : 
aſter all that hath bren dore,to throw men intoPriſons,and there to detain them 
 fromtheir Families & [rom their lawful Callings,uupon the other days appointed di 
for labar ;, and ty ſweb means to maintain a company of ungodly Jaylors, out of | 
ether mens Eſtates, is a mr ſt unchriſtiang I may juſtly call ity Antichriſt ian pras | 
Hice, and worthy to be born witneſs againſt, as a | ording it, net only over the 
Bodies and Eftates of their Brethren ;, but over therr Conſcieces alſo, And | 
let ſmch as are in place of Power, beware how they meddle with any of Chriſt's | 
kitle Flock, axd ſee they 4:51 with them as Chriſt him{elf would do inthe like 
caſe z and as themſelves ſhonld da, if they would be repwted the Servants ef | 
Chriſt, and Rulers for him: Otherwiſe, let them be aſſurcd,Chriſt will tender 
ſuch little Ones, how wea:: ſoewer they bezaxd rebuke thoſe that do them Wrong 
And better were it for ſuch Rulers, that a milſfoxe were haxged about their 'N\ 
mn: chs,and that they were caſt into the Sea; then that they ſhould offend any one 
of Chriſt's little ours, O the other ſide, let me perſwade ſuch Brethrengthat 
they rffend not the Lord 4rd their fellow-Brethren, by vilifying and violating 
the Lord's day , calling it the whores Sabbath , or by doing their awn works 
thereon, leſt they ſuffer a: evil doers. For though (on (cience may be ſome ex- 
cuſe for their cbſervarce of the ſeventh day, till Ged come in with further 
. Light ; yet Conſcience can be no excuſe ſor them, to blaſpheme or violate thas 
” day of Reſt, which their Brethren count the Lord's day ; and in obeatence to 
the Command,gdo obſerve as a day of holy Reſt : yea,thoſe of their own judge- 
went,do acknowledge that the whole ſtream of the godlyare for the obſervance 
of onr Lord's day. I ſhall therefore ſtut up this Preface with a word of advice 
(beth to Rulers, and to our diſſenting Brethren) in the words of the Apeſle, \ fl 
Let your moderation appear toall men: the Lord is at hand. |

= Churches, ſo) in this , isto ſtrengthen the Gentile» by 
= Chriſtians, againſt the flie isfieuations of Jewiſh 

BW Teachers , whoſe endeayour was to bring the Gen» 
tile Chriſtians umo the Jewiſh Pz12gogy, Now 
to preſerve them frcm beicg feduced, he ſweetly in« 
fiouates unco them the perfeRion that is in Chriſt, and in all his Ine 
Ricutions. For in him dwelleth all the fulneſs of the Godhead bodily, 
and ye are compleat in him; and therefore no need you ſhould be 
carried back tro Moſes, yerſ,9. 10, Moreover, he ſheweth the ex- 
celleacy of Goſfel-inftiturions above the infitutions of Aoſes, in 
regard of the ſpiritual nature of chem z and inſtancerh in Circum- 
cifion and Baptiſm ; comparing them rogechery, verſe 11, 12,13. 
Thirdly, he difſwadeth then) from Aoſairal Ceremonies and ſha» 
dows, and proveth the abrogation and nullity of them all , by this 
ore ipftance of days of worſhip, enaumeratiog all the days of inſti- 
cured worſhip amongſt the Jews. From whence it will follow,

yerſ,17. And all men know ; yea, Reaſon it ſelf may diRtate'fo 
rveb taus  Fhat when theſabſtajice is come , 'tbe ſhadow merlt 
riteds vanjthe.* For ſhadows wie of things:to come. as the A 
reaſons , andact of things paſt or preſent. Flhall briefly come 
therefore to the words of the Text, from whence we may argue 
thus : . £ Es 

All ſhadows of things te come ,: that repreſent ſomewhat of the 
body of Chriſt, when Chrift the body (or ſubſtance) is come, 
do yaniſh, and are to be aboliſhed. 

But Feaſts, new Moons and Sabbaths, eyen all che days of Jewiſh 
publick inſtituted worſhip, are ſhadows, or all together make 
up one entire ſhadow of Chriſt, the body or ſubftance ; 

. And therefore, Chrift being come, they do all yaniſh, and 
are aboliſhed. * 
" The major is evident, For when the ſubſtance of thoſe ſhadows, 
to wit, the body of Chriſt is come, and hath fulfilled the thing Ggni- 
fied by them, then there is no need of a ſhadow z becauſe ſhadows 
are of thisgs to ccme, as the Apoſile teafoneth in the Text, and nor 
of things preſent or pa, And ſo-Mr, Spitr/ebowſ* in that Treatiſe 
of the ſeventh-day-Sabbaths Morality:, doth acknpwledge $pay. 
19. Wherefore the retaining of the ſhadow doth proclaim, 64 
the ſubBance, to witz the body of Chrift is not yer come, #6 
The mior is proved by the Apottle in the Text, by an indu&ion 
of particulars, or a particular enumeration of all the kindesof holy 
Aſſemblies for publick worſhip inſtirured ro the Jews , namely, 
Feaſts, New Moons and Sabbaths , which wereall the days that 
Chriſt ( by X4oſes) appointed for publick worſhip , as appears 
Exck. 45.17. Andit (hall be the prirces part [to give] burnt- 
efferings, and meat-offerivgs, and drink. efferings, in the feaſts, 
and inthe new Aloors, and inthe ſabbaths, even inal their ſq- 
lems aſſemblies. And left any ſhouid think , that by Sabbaths, 
| in the Plural Number , is not meant the Sabbaths or Reſt upon the 
ſeventh-day of the week,(as the Author of thatTreatiſe above menti- 
' oned would perſwade men to believe)let him read Hoſe 2.1 1.where 
the Prophet maketh the yery ſame diltcibution of days appointed for 
publick worſhip ;. ſaying, / will a/ſs eanſe ber mirth to ceaſe, her 
feaſt > ber new moon,and ber ſabbath: even every holy aſſem- 
bly of hers : ſpeaking in the ſingular Number , to ſhew, that every 
of ber Sabbaths, eyenche ſeycathr day-Sabbath as well as any _ 
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Ro nn | | 
Sabbath (for That, by way of excellency, is called the Sabbath) 


ſhall ceafe,as to the publick ourward obferyance of the ſame,during 
the time of the Captivity. And from both Scriptures it is evident, 
that all their days of publick-worſhip were ranked into theſe three 
forts , namely, Feaſts, New Moons and Sabbaths, eyen as the A- 
poltle here reckons them up in the Text ; ſaying of them all , they 
are a ſhadow of thrngs to come , the body (or ſubſtance) being 
Chrift.

Qzeff, Now it nay be asked , What did all theſe days of pub» 
lick worſhip ſhadow forth , couchitg the body of Chriſt rocome ? 
they being (as the Apoſile ſaith)-bur one entire ſhadow of the body 
of Chriſt, 

Anſw, For anſwer hereunto, I (hall a liccle unfold the words of 
the Text ; and the rather, becauſe the Author of that Treatife hath 
omitted ir. The Relative {«) which is of the plural number, aad 
compreheadeth Feaſts, new Moons and Sabbaths. even all of them 
which being put cogether , do make up but one ſhadow or rude 
draught of things to come, Now what are thoſe things tocome ? 
ory what is the ſubſtance of thoſe ſhadows? To this the Apoſtle an- 
ſwereth in the laſt words of that Verſe, The body of Chrift, or hts 
humane nature. Por fo I take thoſe words as ananfwer, to ſatis-. 
fie ſuch as might eaquire what the Apoſile mzant , by a ſhadoiy of 
things to come, 

Qunueft, Yec fill it will be faid z What particulars touching the 
body of Chriſt; did thoſe Ceremonial days adumbrace or ſhadow 
forth ? . | | 

. Arſwe This being the main Query , and molt necefſary to lead 
us to a right underſtanding of the Apoliles feope in this Text, I 
ſhail endeavour, in anſwer hereunto, roſhew you what particulars 
all cheſe Feafts , new Moons and Sabvaths did ſhadow concerning 
the body or bumane nature of Chriſt, ſpeaking coevery of them in 
their dus order. © And fic{t 1 ſha}l begin with the Peafts , which | 
werc in number three z namely, Taberaacles, Paſſcover, Pente« 
coft : all of which., as touching the time and other circumſtagces, 
did ſhadow forth 1omething of the body of Chriſt, 
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The word xz, as Mr. Leigh (out of Piſcator) obſerves, doth Crit, Sac. 


How the 
.  Feoſt of ta 
beraacles 
was a ſhas 
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"anxlwacw bernacled among} 89. He was made fleſh at bis conception, and: 
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The Fe2t of Tabernacles , A was to begin upon the 1 5th 
day of che 7:h Moath, Lev,2 3.34, and to be obſeryed eight days, 
did ſhadow forth two things touching the body or humane nature 
of Caritt, The fuſt day of this Feaft, did ſhadow forth the very 
time ard day of the Month, wherein Jefus'Chriſt che Meſſiah hould 
be born into the world , as we may perccive by tte Apoſtles allu- 
fon to that Feaſt, Jobs 1.14. The word was made fleſh, and * tas 


at his birth he tabernacled amongſt us. And chat this was really 
accompliſhed ia the birth of Jeſus, the Son of Afary (at that very 
Feaſt) was ſo known unto the very Jews of that Age, that none of 
them thea liviag, nor any ſince, durlt deny the Truth of it, And as 
the firlt day did ſhadow forth tis birth, fo the eighth day did ſha- 
dow out the Circumciſion of Chrift, as to be upon that very day, 
according to the Law. Both theſe days are called Sabbathow, 2 
Sabbatiſm or Ret , or 2s our we ne renders ic, a Sabbath, 
Lrv.29,39. Thus you fe briefly what this Featt did ſhadow or 
prefigure touching the Afeſſiab ro come 3 for ſuch was the wiſdom 
of God to lead his ancient People by ſuch kinde of Rudimeats unto 
a cleer diſcerning of the promiſed Seed 2 ſothat when they ſhould 
ſee ſuch a Son as this, born of the Lige of David, and conceived in 
ancx:raordinary manner by the Virgin, and chat upon the firſt day 
of the week, and alſoat the new Moon : born alſo upon the feaſt= 
day of Tabernacles, andcircnmcifed upon the laſt day of the ſame ;. 
ſuffering death upon the true day of Paſſeover ; and lying in the 


| Grave upon the SABBATH-day; and laſt of all, pouring out the 


: Wo the 
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Spirit in Gifts of Tongues, upon the day of Pextecoft , they might 
be convinced that he was indeed the Meſſiab promiſed z and of 
whom all theſe Ceremonies were but ſhadows : for alltheſe things 


corccurring in one perſon, ( as they did in Jeſus the Son of Afary - 


the Virgin) were a demonſtrative proof of the Af:ſiah, and might 
haye convinced the Jews of that Age, had not their hearts been har-= 
dened , and their eyes blinded through the righteous Judgement of 
God. | 

Secondly, The Feaſt of Paſſcover , which was celebrated upon 
the 15th day of the Month Niſav, was not only a commemoration 


of the Angels paffing over the Iſraclites, whea he ſlew che firſt-born. 
ſo8- in Egypt, (which alſo had a ſhadow in ic) butthe Apoſtle faith , s# 


&,or was 4 ſhadow of the body of Chriſt, to wit , his deathiand. 
offtriog up upon the Croſs upon that yery day 2. for though the A- 
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poſtle, 
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poltle, ſpeaking of cheday whereon Chriſt ſuffered , Fob 19.14; 
calleth it the day of the preparation of the Paſſeover, or the day go- 
ing before the Paſſeover, (as indred it was) in regard of the ſuper- 
Ritious tranflation of days obſerved among the Jews of that Aze, 
(See HMunſters Heb. Calerd. prg. 127. and alſo in his Epsſt. 
Nuncupat.) yet without controverlie, our Lord Jeſus kepr his own 
Law exaRtly, which required that the Lamb ſhould be lain upon 
the 14th day of Niſaryin the Afternoon ; and to beeaten at even 
following , which was indeed the 1 5th day of the Month, and 
upon the yery ſame day he was faccificed for us, being offered np up- 
on the Croſs 2 ſo that the ſuperſtitious Jews killed their Paſchal 
Lamb, art the very ſame hour when the' Lord Jeſus was ſlain upon 
the Crols, | 


Thirdly, Pentecoft was another of their Solemn Feaſts, cele- HowPentes 
brated fifty days after the Paſſeoyer : and ic did ſhadow forth ft was a 
Chriſt's fitting on the right hand of the Majeſty ox high , when ſhadow. - 


he ſent forth his Spirit in cloven Tongues, like as of fire, AF.2.1, 
2. which being accompliſhed the 5oth day after his ſuffering, doth 
giye us to underſtand, that chat was the thing ſignified or ſhadowed 
forth by that Ceremony. Por this we may take for a general Rule 


in accommodation of all Moſes ſhadows , That it us the ſafeſ® *,,y,a1 
way to compare the Ceremony with the accompliſhment of it, in &ule, 


Chriſt:a» the Apcfile John doth touching the Feaſt of Tabernacles, 
(as was ſhewed before) and that will guide us toa right diſcerning 
of the thing intended by that ſhadovww. " | 

Objeft. If it be objzAed , Thar the day of Penteceft that yeer 
when our Lord ſuffered , fell out upon the ſeyenth day of the week, 
even 2s the fiſt Pentecoſt in the Wilderneſs did,when the Law was 
given : and therefore Chriſt his fitting down at the Father *s right- 
heed , and pouring out of the Spirit, may rather ſeem to lead us to 
an cbſeryance of the ſeventh dzy for a Sabbath, thenof che firſt day, 
of the week,as Chriſtians generally do obſerve it, 

Avſw. Janiwer, It is crue, That the day of Pentecoftyaccording 
co Chriſt's own inſtitution, hapned that yeer upon the ſeventh.day of 
the week , as it alſo did 4wken the Law was given on Mount S:mas. 
Bur if che words of that Text be duly weighted, Af.2.1 ,2,they will 
plainly ſhew us;That Chriſt's reſting at his Father's right-hand, and 
pouring forth of the Spiric, was nor until that ſeventh day was fully 
ended or fulfilled, as the word evpmneg/am doth fignifir. So 
that whea the fyenth day ended , and tire fiilt day begua , then 

was: 
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was the day of Pemtecoft fully come , 28 our Tranflators render 
thoſe words: for whether you would chuſe to take that word fully 
come , tointend the ead of the true day of Peatecolt, or the begin- 
ning thereof, according to the obſeryation of the Jewsfill it leads us 
to the end of the ſeventh day of the week, and beginning of the*Sr5# 
day. Becauſe, as was ſaid before, the true day of Pentecoſt , ac- 
cording co Moſes infticution, fell out on the ſeventh dayy bur accor- 
ding to the ſuperſtitious Culſtome of the Jews of that Age , it was 
obſcryed on the firſt day of .the week ; and therefore the Apoſtle 
chuſeth ſuch a word, cvunngiaru, as may comprehend both , and 
ſhew us the very nick of time when this wonderful work was doae, 
was, when the one day ended , and the other day began, As 
who ſhould ſay, In the conjunQure of the days,when the true day of 
Pentecolt,according to the Law, was fulfilled ; andthe day of Pente- 
ccit, (cording ro the Obſervation of the ſuperſtitious Jews of that 
Age) was newly begun, then were they in one place, &c. And for 
this cauſe,as I conceive, the Prepofition 9vy, is there uſed. Where- 
fore that place in the As is ſo far from infringing the Reſt apon the 
firft day of the week , that ic fully eſtabliſheth it , and ſheweth us 
the very nick of time when our Lord began his Reſt, namely, when 
the ſeventh day of the week (the true day of Pentecoſt) was com- 
pleted, and the firlt day of the week (then obſerved by che ſuperſti- 
tious Jews) was beeun. From which Reſt of Chriſt, whether ini- 
tiated at his ReſurreRion,or conſummated athis fitting dowa at the 
Father's right-hand upon the firf# day of the week ; we Chiiſtians 
are to obſetye our days of Ret or publick worſhip by vertue of the 
fourth Commandment, And thus you ſee , that all the Feafts did 
ſhadow forth ſomething of the body of Chriſt , to wit, his Birth, 
Circumciſion, Death, and Reſt at his Father's right-hand, Inthe 
next place I (hall ſpeak of new Moons, 

Now as couching them , becauſe I meet with none that have ac»

] ſhall ( according to the general Rules aforementioned ) compare 
the ſhadow and the accompliſhment of it in Chriſt, and fo ſhew 
wherein the ſhadow lay. 

It is a thing well known , that at the new Moons there is a con- 
janRtion or unioa (as I may ſay) of the twogreat Luminaries, the 
Sur and the Moon : which doth darkly ſhadow forth ( as the A- 
poltle ſpeaketh) the conjunRion or ugion of the two natures of 
Cirift in cne perſon, when he was conceiyed in the Virgins wombe

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which accordingly was fulfilled at the change of the Moon, 2s may 
exfily appear » if we reckon forty weeks backward&rom the day of - 
Chriſt % birth upon the Feaſt of Tabernacles , which always was 
celebrated at the full Moos , and (as was ſhewed before) did ſha- 
dow forth his birth. Now forty weeks backward from that full 
Moon when he was born , will carry you to the time of his con» 
ception at the new Moon, | ] 

I might here ſhew you, that the new Moon of Chriſt *'s concep» 
_ tion that yeer, (being the 1.422 yeer after thedeliverance cur of E- 
gypt, and Leap-ycer, or Embolimical, according tothe Jewiſh com- 
pucation) fell out upon the ſeventh day of the week or Sabbath, and 
rowards the end of that day,as ſary the Virgin was praying or me= 
ditating upon the Word,eyen in the very cloſe of that day, and inche 
beginning of the firſt day of the week , the Angel appeared to her, 
and ſhe conceiv:d by the power of the holy Ghoſt overſhadowigg 
| "Bo 

1 might further demonſtrate it from the motions of the Sun and 
Moon, and the conjundtion of thoſe two'Luminaries , which are 
God's faithful Wirrefſes in Heaven , as David calleth them : bur 
becauſe that ſuch D:monrations are nor ſocafie for every vulgar 
capacity toappreheady[ fhall refer the further deſignation of the day 
of the month, and day of the week, wherein Chriſt was conceived, 
unto its proper place.and ſpeak rmore of it in the next ſetion of Sabs 
baths and Sabbatiſms. 

Having now ſpoken of Feaſts and new Moons, and ſh:wed how 
they were ſhadows of the body of Chriſt, it remains to ſhew in the 
third place, how Sabbaths were ſhzdows of his body alſo. Now you 
are to know,that there were four kindes of Sabbaths or S1bbatiſms, 
and R<ft; amongſt the Jews, and they did all of them ſhadow forth 
ſomething of the body cf Chriſt ro come. And all theſe Sabbrtks or 
Sabbatiſms fell our in the ſeventh Month, except the Sabbath of the 
ſeventh day z Which kept its co: (tar revolution throughour all the 
Months of the yeer : Whetetore | (hall ſpeak of the Sabbath cf che 
ſeventh day in the fiſt place, as being the fictt in order and timeg cd 
by way of excellency called e&e Sabbark. 


The Sabbath of the ſeventh day of the week, 2s itis the ſeventh row 50h. 
partof time , and doth comm:morate the Lord *s refting from his baty: 0-2 
Work of Creation, was Moral, and dep:zn1ed upon the fourtty radows, 


Commandment. But as it held forth Chrifts refting in the Grave, 
| fromall external and bodily aRions, as upon that day, ic is properly 
and 
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gt 
and rightly calleſt by the Apoſtle, « ſhadow,. touching ſomething of 
Chriſt to come. For all that are acquainted with the Story of Chriſt*s 
death, doknow, That the body of our Lord Jeſus lay onely that 
whole day in the Grave, and very little part either of the fixth or of 
the fiſt day. So thatthe reſtiog of Chriſt's body upon the ſeventh 
day-Sabbath, was the thing ſhadowed forth by the reſt and ceſſa- 
tion from work upon the Jeweſh Sabbath. And therefore the Apo- 


| Rilereckons the Sabbath of the ſevtznth day of the week, as well as 


other Sabbaths or Sabbatiſms,amongſt the ſhadows or Ceremonies 
of Aoſes : yea. this more eſpecially. 

Secondly , The firſt day of the ſeventh Month is called a Sabba- 
tiſm or Reſt: our Tranſlation renders it 4 Sabbath, Ley. 23, 24, 
This day had a double ſhadow in it 3 firſt, as it was the new Moon, 
ſhadowing forth the conception of Chriſt , or the union of his rwo 
natures, as at that ſeaſon of the Moon, whereof I ſpake in the ſeQtion 
of new Moons. Butſecondly , itdid ſhadow forth to us the very 
day of the week whereon Chriſt was conceived, For that firit day 
of the ſeyenth Month was inſticuted in memorial of blowing trum- 
pets, Lev, 23,24. And of what blowing of Trumpets was it a 
memorial? Doubtleſs, ic was a memorial of the Angels rejoycing 


and blowing their Trumpets the firſ# day of the week , when God |, 
laid the foundations of the World, Feb.3 8.7, for weread nor of a- ' 


ny other blowing of Trumpets in all the books of Jſeſes , whereof 
that ſhould be a memorial- Our Tranſlation reads it, All the ſons 
of God ſhouted for joy. But in the Origiaal it is ſaid , They bl:w 
the trumpets, This firſt day therefore, God would have tobe 
celebrated yeerly, to keep in memory his great Work, when he laid 
the foundations of the earth upon the firſt day of the week : and al» 
ſo to be « ſhadow of a far greater Work co be done as upon the ſame 
day of the week, namely, the union of the two natures of Chriſt in 
one perſon, which was the foundation of cur eternal peace and hap- 
pineſs. | 

And thus the Feaſt of Tabernacles became a ſhadow, to ſhew us 
upon What day of the week, this great and worderful Work {or as 
Iſaiah calleth ic, a WONDER) ſhould be done, namely, upon the 


ſame day of the week chat God laid the foundations of the earth, - 


which was the firſt day + Such is the perfeAt harmony of God *s 
Works. And thus it pleaſed him to diſcipline his ancient People by 
ſuch kinde of Rudiments, that they might be clearly eonvinced, that 
Jeſus, the Son of F{ary , in whom all things had their accom, 


pliſhe 
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liſhment , was indeed the Meſh promiſeds 

Thirdly, The tenth day of the ſeventh Month alſo, which was the 
day of their ſolemn publick Faſt , and was to be obſeryed yearly ; 
was not onely for humiliation, in regard of our firlt Parentstranſ- 
greſſion upon that day ; bur alſoit ſerved to pre-figure the ſolemn 
humiliation of cur Lord Jeſus, the ſecond eAdary, for the fiift A- 
dam's (fin immediately after he returned out of theWilderneſs, where 


. he had beer tempted forty days of the Devil : this day in ſpreial is 


called a Sabbath of Reſt : and theſe ere all the days , which by 
Moſes and the Prophets arecalled Sabbatbhs, 

Fourthly and lafily , The firſt and laft days of Tabernacles are 
called Sabbatiſms or Refts, Lev. 23.39. And how theſe were 
ſhadows, hath been (hewed in the ſeAtion touching Feaſts, Now 
pur all theſe together , Feafts, xew Moors, Sabbaths , and they 
make up but owe entire ſhadow of things ts come z or,[eeral parti- 
culars touching the body of Ch ilt:aamely,the time of the Moon,and 
day of the week when he was conceived y the day of his Birth, and 
Circumcifion , bis Humiliation for our firſt Parencs fir, which was 
the firſt publick aRion he did after his iazuguration into his Office 
at his Bap:iſm ; the time and ſeaſon of his Death, and lying in the 
rave; and his ſitting dowa at the Fathers right-hand, All which 
rogether, do make up a rude draught, or dark reſemblance of che 
Mcſſiah co come. So thar we cannot retain any one of theſe ſha- 
dows , but we ſhaſl by conſequence deny the coming of Chriſt in 
the fleſh ; and by our praQtice declare , that we, together with the 
J:ws, doexpet a Mcfſhhah ro come. The con(ideration whereof, 
might be ſufficient rodeter any ſober Chriftian ſpirit from taking up 
ſuch an Opinion. 

I have enlarged the more upon the ſeveral particulars compre. 
hended in the Text , ( yer with as much brevity as I could ) that it 
may appear to all unbyafſed meo, that all the days of publick wor- 
ſhip appointed to the Jews, were all of them ſhadowy , anddid 
hold forth ſomething of Chrift the ſubſtance 2 ard therefore to be 
abrogated : for thar is the Apoltles m2in {cope , toproye the abro- 
o4tion of all days of Jewiſh worſhip, cogether with the manner of 
their worſhip. To which end,he bringeth twoArgaments chiefly:the * 
one is taken from the ſhadowineſs of them, wherero I have already 
ſpcken 2 the other is fetched from Chrift*s conſummation of them, 
nailing them to his croſs, Ce/.2.1 4, whereumo I ſhall ſpeak a little 
more fully , when I come to anſwer = Treatife of the ſeventh oy 
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Sabbath. Ta the mean whileglet this be obſerved by the way,that ſince 
the fall of man , God would not have any day or time for inſtirured 
worſhip, but with reſpeR co Chriſt , and ſuch as ſhould either pre- 
figure or commemorate ſomething of Chriſt : all the days of wor- 
hip that the Jews had, did prefigure and (hadow forth ſomething 
of the body of Chrift ro come, as hath beer proved. We Chri- 
Rians have only one day of publick inftirated worſhip, to wit, che 
Lerds day, and that commemorates the ReſurreRtion of Cirilt, 
and his fitting down at the Father *s right-hand, As for days of 
Faſt and Thanksgiving (which are occaſional only) they alſo are 
obſeryed.cicher for the abace of Chriſt, manifefted by ſome tokens 
of his diſpleaſure ; or for the preſence of Chriſt with us, expreſſed 
by ſom=fgnal appearances of his Grace and favour towards us, 

By this which hath b:en ſaid, you may ſee, that all the days of 
publick inſtituted worſhip amongRt the Jews , whether Feaſts, new 
Moons, or Sabbaths, were all of them ſhadowy, and therefore the 
fubſtance, to wit, the body of Chriſt, b:ing exhibiced, do neceſſarily 
vaniſh, andareto be abolifh:q. Let this therefore ſuffice co have 
ſpoken touching the abrogatiog of the Jewiſh Sabbath , in regard 
of the ſhadowinels thereof, gwhich is the mair. ſcope I aimed'at, to 

ew the urſoundneſs and tnyalidiy of all Argumenrs alledged b 
our diſſerting brethrengto prove the continuation of the Jewiſh Sab» 
bath upon the ſevZnth day of the week : for it it b2 # (hadow, as the 
Apollle in expzeſs words ſpeakethythen'it may nor be continued after 
the ſubliance is come , no morethen any other ſhadows and Ceie- 
monies may be, 

Now haviee proved the abolicion of the old Fewiſh Sabbath, it 
will be neceſſity to give ſome Ground for cu: OSlervauon of the 


firſt day of the week or Lords day, which bacthas firm an inſtitu- : 


tion in the fourth Commandmear, as ever the Few:(h Sabbath had, 
For thus I argue : | | 

T hat day whereon Jehovah refted from bis works, we Chyi- 
flians ought tn veft from cnrs. So faith the 4th Command- 
ment, aad Heb.4.10, 

But J:bcuah ear Redeemer refted from bis works of Re- 
demption upon the firſt day of the week, when he roſe 
ont of the Grave , and when he ſate down at hs Father's 
right-hand.

ceived all power, "even power to ſend the Holy Ghoſt, By which 
oift the Diſciples themſelves ſhould be afſured , that he was then 
entred into his Reſt, and had ſent forth his Spiric as a Pledge and 
Aſſurance thereof, according to that word, If I depart, 7 
will ſend him to you.

ca(ſion t9 ſpeak of them in anſwer to that little Treatiſe of the pers 
petual , or unchangeable Morality of the ſeventh: day-Sabbath; 
whereunto T ſhall refer the Reader,

Wo things may be noted in the Title 2 firſt, the Epichert ad- 
ded uato Morality, to wit, #=chawgeable ; which ſeems to 
import, that there may be ſome kinde of Morality that is change» 
able, though the Morality of che ſevench-day-S2 bbath be not, Bur 
becauſe the Aurhor hath fance rencunced any ſuch diftioRion , as 
intended by him, I paſs it over as an ever-fight, Secondly,obſerye 
the Homonymy or equiyocation of the word ſevewth day : for the 
ſeventh day,or ſeventh part of rime may be meant as well of the firſt 
day of the ſeyen as of the laſt; each day of the week being a ſeventh 
day, cr ſeveath part of time. Now if yourtake the ſeyenth day for 
a ſeyenth part of tine, accounting from the laſticucors Reſt , accor- 
Giog as the fourth Commindment dothy then xe own it for a truth, 
that from che time that the Lord of che Sabbath reſted from his 
proper work, we ought to celebrate the ſcyenth day as a holy Reſt + 
and chat is all which the fourth Precept doth command, 
But if you appropriate it unto the feventh day of the week, as the 


| Author of that Treatiſe doth. we deny it. We ſay, That the fourth 


Command , which we freely acknowledge ro be Moral and un» 
changeable , doth not binde us Chriltians tothe obſervance of the 
ſeventh day of the weekzas it formerly did the Jews:buric biaderh us 


now to the obſcryation of the firtt day of the weekgto wit,the Lords 


day : tor the letter of the fourth Commndmear , if it bz well ob- 
ſerved ( whereſoever it is repeated by JA ſe:)doth not fay, Remem= 
ber the ſeventh day of the week is the Szbbath or Reſt of Jehovah 
thy God : but, Remember che ſeventh day, namely, that day of the 
ſeven. wherein Jchovah thy God refted s whether it be the firſt or the 
laſt day of the week,the Commandment doth not particularly derer= 
mine; bur the ſeyeath day from the day of Jehovah's Reſt. And fo 
the Commandment biaderh us Chriſtians as firmly to che obſervance 


of the fi: ſt day of the ſeven , (which by way of cxceliency is called 


the Lords day) ever ſince our Lord Jeſus, the Lori of the Sabbath

Bur when Chriſt had reſted from his own works (name- 
ly of Redemption) by his ReſurreRion and fitting down at his Fa- 
ther's right=hand. then doth the fourth Command binde us to keep 
the ſeventh day from that, as a Reſt or Sabbath, and none other, 
For ſo the Apoſtle ſheweth us , that there is another day of Ret 
for the people of God,to be oblerved from the day or time,that our 
Lord Jeſus, (the Lord of the S: bbath, Afar. 2,28.) ceaſed from his 
own works, namely, works of Redemption , as God did from his

And this may ſerve to anſwer them that cry out for a word of 
inftication for our Lords day, or firſt day of the weeks Refi, For 
though ſome unadviſedly have granted, that we have nota'word of 
preceprt, but onely examples and prefidents.of Chriſt and his Apos 
files, for keeping the fir day of the week, as a Reit or Sabbach g 
yertte truth is , we have as fitm an infticution for our: Lvrds day, 
1a the fourth Precept, as ever the Jews had for the ſeyenta day, 
Since therefore the Lord, out of kis infiaite wiſdom, hath io penned 
the fourth Command, as the Reaſon of the binding part is appiica- 
ble co the firſt day of theweek , 32s well asrothe laſt ; lerno man 
ſay , wewant a word of irfhtution for it, ſeeing the Command- 
ment ic ſelf is an inſhcucionzncicher ler chem ſay, that the Command 
bindeth to the ſeventh day of the week 2 for that expreſſion is 
notin the Text z onely ic bindes us to the obſcryance of. that day 
* "my 
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in the week whereoh Febovad reſted , accounting ſeyea days from 
Zehovab*s Reſt , be it onthe /aff day , or beit on the firſt dey, 
or upon any other ; . in caſe Zehovab had choſen to relt thereupon : 
for ,. as was ſaid , The morality of che fourth Command doth not 
conGilt in the aumber of the days of che week ; bur in obſervance 
of that day of the week whereon the Lord himſelf reſted from his 
work, | 

Thus much I chought good to ſpeak in this place upoa occaſion 
of his ambiguous word, ſeverth=day-Sabbath : for we that ob- 
ſerve the Lords day, or Sabbath, upon the fir ft day of the week, do 
hold the Morality of the Sabbath every ſeycnth.day, though got be- 
ginning upon the laſt of the ſeven, as the Author of that Treatiſe 
doth; bur upen the firſt of the ſeven, as the fourth Command re- 
quires, and all Chriſtians do or ſhould praQtice. 

The next thing I take notice of, is, That about one quarter of 
the Book ( if 1 miſtake not ) is ſpent in proving the Title , and the 
refidue is. taken up in ObjeRions and Anſwers, So that it is hard 
to ſay what the Book it ſelf is : whether only a Ti4le,. or Anſwers 
unto certain ObjeRions againſt a Title. But I paſs by that un- 
couth method of the Author , as ſuing well enough with the Sub- 
jeQ he handleth ; and ſo come briefly to that which leems to be moſt 
material in his diſcourſe. 

The Author in his Arguments for proof of his Ticle-page, urgeth 
the Dignity , Perpetuity and Extent of the Moral Law or Deca- 
logue ; which we do not in the leaſt deny z bur freely ackgowledge, 
We ſay, That the Decalogue and every part thereof , is of perpe- 
tual force, and bindeth all perſons in all Ages , Jews and Gemciles, 
and is a perfeQ Standard for all ations of Holineſs and Righteoul- 
neſs. We ate no Axtinomians, a5 his Reaſons brought to fortifie 
his third Argdment , ( page 3, 4+) might ſeem to imply. IF the 
Author intended to caft ſuch an imputarion upon his Brethren, thac 
diſſent in judgement and pratiſe from himſelf, in this particular, he 
i5 much too blame, 

Nextgtake notice of the weakneſs and unſoundneſs of the Author's 
Argument, page 4+ where he ſaith, That where the canſe and rea- 
ſon of a Law « immutable, there the Law injoyning the ſame « 
smmutable, &c. Iſuppoſe the Authors meaning was to haye ſaid, 
That where che Cauſe and Reaſon of a thing is immutable , there 
the Law injoyning the ſame is immutable 2 or,where the Cauſe and 
Reaſon of a Law is immutable, there the Lay it ſelf —_ 
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ble 2 -otherwiſe, his own words carry nogood ſenſe, But ſo far as 
I can gueſs at his meaning by h's words , I fay, his Argument is 
invalid to prove a perpttuity of Reft, wp5n the ſeventh day of the 
week , becauſe Fehovab : WHO reited fr: m Citatingewar ks on rhe 
ſeventh day of the week, wight , yea, dia afterwaigs reft tro Roo 
deeming-work on the firſt day of the week. Therefore His Ar- 
oument cannot conclude a perpetuity , as touc'ing the fey2nth dzy 
of the weeks R:ft. unleſ?, fi Rt he had proved , Tha: Jetovah Cine 
not bring forth another wo! k as great, and good, anc £191 1cus- 25 
Creation ; and having finiſhed che ſame, to ceaſe from that work, 
The contrary whereunto, is mcſt true z for Fehowah our Redeemer, 
undertook the work of our Redemprion, which was as great, if nox 
greater then Creation and to us, as g00d, and better : and bavirg 
finiſhed che ſame, ceaſed from his own works , as Gad did from 

bis, Heb. 4. 9,10. Motcover, this Argument is corrupt and ur- 

ſound, as well as weak, and may bring in the Jewiſh Feaſt of 
Trampets, which was to be obſerved upon the fir ft day ct the 

feventh Month yeerly, afd was inſtirured in memorial of trume 

petting.” What Trumpetting ? Verily , there is no Trampetting 

recorded in Scrip:ure, whereof this may bs accounted a memorial ; 

but that of the Angels the firſt day of Creation, whereof Zeb 

ſpeakech, Fob 38.7. The S955 of God blew their Trumpers when ,, Tam 
the Foundations of the Earth were laid. This then being the rex- Pros 
ſon of that Feaft, and of as lor g continuance as the world i: ſelf, ic _ The ſons 
would follow, according to his m:nner of reaforing, Thar che Feaſt of God 
of Trumpets ſhould be obſerved fill ; yer no man will think this a [24% for 
good Argument to prove the perpecui:y of that Jewiſh Feaſt. And OO 
the Reaſon why this his Argumen: holds not, in regard of days of (ich, Thy 
publick werſhip , is, becauie of the ſhadowineſs of all days of wor-blew thcir 
ſhip, as hath bren proved by the Apcſtic in that of theCozefſie 11171705 
ans. 

Fourthly, His fcurth Reaſon (page 5.3 bach four rerms in ic, and Ob/erw, 
therefore concludeth not: for icis one thing ro fay, (as the fourth a, 
Commandmear doth) that the ſeventh day, ramely, from Jehewad's 
Reſt, is to be kept holy ©and another thing to ſay { as the Aurtor 
nrends 1t) the ſeventh day of the week. fcis true, That the per= 
formaxce of Holy Dutics of publick worſhip, doth nec: f{irily ree 
quire a ſer-day for that purpole, beezule no worſhip can be obſerved, 
bur in time $ and no time ſofi;, as that day which God himfe!f hath 
iofticuced ; as thoſe (and other) Scriptuces alledged by the Author,

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will fully prove : but they conclude as ſtrodgly for our obſervation of +

As for the Arguments which he brings to prove the fourthCome 
mandmenrt to be Moral , they might well haye been ſpared , unleſs 
perhaps the Author meant co ſuggeſt , that the Obſervers of the 
Zords day, do deny the morality of the fourth Command : which 
is not ſo z for we do conſtantly avouch it , as well as himſelf 
doth; and he himſelf knoweth ic. * We allo profeſs the mo- 
rality of the ſecond Command , which injoyneth us to worſhip 


. God in ſuch manner as himſelf hath inſtituted ; which worſhip un- 


der the Pzdagogy of Moſes, was SanAuary and Temple-worſhip, 
conliſting in Sacrifices , and ſundry Rites and Ceremonies , which 
are now abrogated and changed under the Goſpel » and other more 
ſuicable worſhip igfticuted : yer chat impaireth aot the wwor ality of 
the ſecond Commandment , which now requireth another kinde of 
worſhip , differing from what ic was then. Por both theſe Com- 
mandmen:s , I mean, the ſecond and the fourth , are purpoſely fo 
penned by the wiſdom of God , as yet they leave him at liberty co 
yary the manner and time of publick worfhip, according to his 
good will and pleaſure under diff:reat Diſpenſatioas ; and yet the 
Commands themſelyes remain perpetually the ſame , as all moral 
Precepts be. 

What the Author means by fo vaſt a difference in point of old Ad- 
miniſtration ( pag.7. Arg.5.) Ido not well underſtand. I read in 
Sctipture of Miniſtration of Condemnation , and Miniſftration of 
Righteouſneſs , ſpeaking of the difference of Adminiſtrations be- 
eween the Law and the Goſpel, the Old and New Covenant : 
bur I finge no ſuch diſtinftion in Scripture, of Miniſtration of Mo-. 
ral, and Miniftration of Ceremonial Law ; nor can I diſcern the 
Authors meaning. I confeſs thereis a clear diflinRion betwixt the 
Aoral and the Ceremonial Law ; but that proyeth little, what the 
Author would haye. He argueth, that becauſe there is a diftintion 
between the Moral and the Ceremonial Law, therefore the ſeventh» 
day-Sabbath, or Sabbath of the ſeyenth day of the week, is moral. 
Pray you, what neceffity of conſequence is there in ſuch reaſoning ? 
Should I have ſaid, there is a diſtinion of Moral and Ceremonial 
Law, therefore the Sabbath of the ſeventh day of the week is Cere- 
monial; he would not haye approved the manner of reaſoning 2

1 low. Butgrant it was his Opinion, or the Opinion of thoſe that ſer 
him to ok : what's all this to prove the morality of that Com- 
mandment z or of any other ? will eicher their painting ir on che 
wall,or their inteations in fo doing, prove the fameto be moral ? 
The reſt of his Book confifts in ObjeRions and Anſwers 3 ſome 
of which ObjeQions are not rightly Rated, nor ſtrongly anſwered ; 
as the 1,2,3 ObjcRions, page 11,132, 13, 14. which I paſs by 
withour Reply, becauſe I would nor make miſtzkes ro appear more 
gor greater then needs muſt, and I (hall only couch upon ſome pal- 
ſages that are moſt remarkable, 
Firſt , I (hall begin with that which the Author alledgeth out Obſerv» 
i of Mr. Willet in his Commentary upon the 2oth of Exodws : 6: 
Where , ſaith Willet, the ebſerwation of the ſeventh day of the 
week us ſirpply ceremonial : to wit, meerly or purely Ceremonial; 
oppoſing the word /frrpple, unto that which is compound or mix*d. 
To which the Author replieth , That the word Simple, may as well 
© be applied ro the Objetor, as the ObjeRicn : wantonly deſcagtin 
upon the word ſimple , ( which we ſometiines uſe in another ſenſe 
for a fool, as you may read, Prov.9.4.16.) putting the fool upon 
Mr. Wt. and others of the ſame judgemeor, Ler men of ſober 
and moderate ſpirits, judge whether this be an Anſwer ſuffi-iear, rg 
call the ObjcRor a fool , or the Obj:Rion , 3 fooliſh C5j:Rion, 
Let them be alſo Judge whetk er it be a candid or Chriftian courſe, 
toinverta word which hath a doutle figniftcation unto the ſcora 
and contempt of their Opponents, eſpecially ſuch as haye been faich» 
ful ſeryants and witneſſes for Chriſt in their generation. T ſuppoſe ic 
may well-befaid to him, as our Saviour faid to his Diſciples upon 
another occaſion,Te know wot of what ſs are. 2

they be of God, and judge intheir own hearts , whether ſuch ex- 
prefſions fayour not too much of [ſhmael*s temper.  ' And that 
may no more take occaſion to touch upon this ſtring, .1 ſhall here 
colle& che various expreſſions of the ſame Author ,. breathing 
forth ſuch a Kkinde of diftemper of ſpiric.; wiſhing the Author 
himſelf co ask his own heart che queſtion , what he meanc ſo ofcen 
to mention. the Quikers', coupling chem and the Obſervers of che 
Lord*s day, or firſt day of the week, together ? as pag. 12. /.25. 
and pag. . 4.14. .and elſewhere. Was it not to.lcave ſome odi- 


um upon ſuch-as profeſs the fir# day of the wetk, : to be out 
Chriſtian Reſt > If fo, then conſider whether he be not too blame 


with his Brechren, Ocher unſavoury expreſſions I meer with afcer- 


wards, whercia he doth nor only refle&tupon their perſons, (calling 
rhem, in a. way of. ſlighting , Obſerwators of the firſt day of the 
week , pag.29- 1, 43+) bur vilifying rhe day of the Lord ic ſelf, 
calling ir, 1n a lighting way, 4 wew-made Sabbath. prg.24,1.1 3. 
and reckoning it amongſt the ſuperſticious Trumperics of the Ro- 
miſh Hulot ; and ſaith, That Sarnts days are of the ſame lis 
nage with the fir(t day of the week, p29. 1.43. which comes 
neer unto blaſphemy. The very naming of theſe thiags may bz 
ſufficient ground unto any ſober Chriſtian Spiric, ro ſuſp:R ard 
diligently ro examine the matter which is held forth by ſuch unſa- 
youry language. I may truely ſay , That of allche Writings upon 
thar SubjeA which hicherco 1 haye mer wich, have nor found tuch 
a ſpirit of ſcora and con:umely in thera all, as I found in chis one 
ſmall Treatiſe; But I ſhall paſs over theſe uncomfortable pal- 
ſages , with this caution to the Reader .z not onely ro try the Do 
Qrines they read , bur the Spiric of the Men char holds them 
forth, whether they be of God, and accordingly to receive them or 
reject them, 

. In the next place I ſhall come to take notice of ſ;me Scriptures 
quote by the Author , paſſing by ſundry Objeftions and An- 
ſxers , which, with their Grains, may be allowed, as the Ob- 
j:Rions are ſtated, and yer the maia Qeſtion remains untouch= 
ed, | 

Firſt therefore let me begin with that in Fohn 21,1, 2, 3, al» 
ledged , pag. 24». and ſhew the Author 's miſtake, which will 
wholly enervate:the Author *'s Anſwer. He faith, The Apofttes 
were a fiſhing upon their new-made Sabbath', as he terms it;

That the day whereon 
the Lord Jeſus then appeared to them , a5 they were fiſhing, had 
been the f1;ſ day of: che week-, ic might have argued (irongly a- 
gaiaſt che obſeryatian-of that day, a$ a Sabbath ,. or day'of boly 
Reſt. But the Author is greatly miftaken;for. want of examining 


the Text, which doth not once mention'a new>made Sabbath, as he 
calls ir, nor the firft day of the week. Whereof I chought icne- 


ceſſary ro give the Reader warning , left he ſhould be miſtaken 
through cver much credulicy., truſting ro the Author 's bare rela- 
tion. Ir was rather on the ſeventh day of the week, or ſome other 


Then, to ayoid that Scripture > AZ. 20.7, which faich , They 


wet upon the firſt day of the week to break bread : the Author g, 


rells us, That his judgement leads him to belieye,that the day there 
ſpoken of ,.. was one;of the-Sabbaths cf ſzyen weeks , or Fealt of 
Pemcecaſt:s and that the breaking of bread there ſpoken of , can» 
nat be underſtood, of the myſteryes of Chrilt in the Supper, Bur 
behold how contrary-his judg:mear and belief is. unto the Apoltles 
expreſs words : Fory in the verſe foregoing, the Apoſtle faith, We 
ſailed from Phillipi after the feaſt of unleavened bread , and 
came to Troas infive days ;, where we abede ſeven dayes, All 
which make bur twelve days, whereuato add eight days for the 
Feaſt, and ic was buc cweaty days at moſt after che Paſſcover ; 
and therefore cafinot be meant of Pexteceft , which was the 5och 
day after the Pafſcoyzr, and was but of one days concinuance 2 
W berefore the Author miftakes. ro think Thar the fi:{t day of che 
week ſpoken of , ſhould be the Feaſt of Pentecoſt , orithar it was 
one of the days of that Feaſt, which had onely one day. Allo, he 
miſt ckes in calling that Featt by che name of a Szbbath z for, 
thcugh they migh: do no lervile work cheiein gy. yet it is never tiled 
by Moſes or the Apoltles, a S«bbath z5 | have formerly ſhewed, 
And it is not ſafe for kim, or any other , to give ſuch names unto 
any of God* holy Days, as the Lord himſelf hath gor givers He 
might well ſay » His judg:ment leads him foro beiieve ; bur the 
word icads me to beijeye otherwiſe, ' And however the Author 
makes no more of breaking of b:ezd (there mentioned) then come 
mon eating, yetthe Syriack rexds itthus 3 When the Deſciples 
came together to break the Euchariſt P namely the Bread 1n the 
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Lord's Supper. Now whet the Scriptire ſpeaketh of the Lotd 's 


Supper , . it uſually expreſſeth jic- by that phraſe of breaking bread: 


and therefore it will be ſafeſt for us ſo'to underſtand that phraſe : 
unleſs fome necefficy require it to be otherwiſe , as in the 11 werſ. 
where it is ſaid, #hen he therefore was come uy again, and had 
broken bread, &c. in which place, the Syriack uferh a word coms 
monly taken for breaking ofi bread at our uſual repaſt, diſtinguiſh» 
ing that breaking of bread from: the breaking of the Euchariſt or 
bread in the Lord *%s Supper mentioned in the 7 verſe. And the 
confideration of the time or ſeaſon when this was done, being after 
midnight, (and by conſ:queace the ſecond day of the week, as the 
Author rightly obſeryzth) doth neceſſarily infer , that the breaking 
bread there mentioned, is to be underſtood of common bread, they 
having celebrated the Lord's Supper; before upon the firſt day of the 
week or the Lord's day, that being one main end of their aſſembling 
together, 2 it is ſaid, Y.7. a5. 

As for that place A. 2. 43s I know there be many would 
have it ro be meant of comimaen breaking of bread beeauſe rite 
word dayly is added. But that word day/y , doth: not recefiacily 
inforce ſuch a ſence, as if they broke bread every day'in the weeky- 
or every day in the yter 2 onely ic holdeth forth thus much 2: that 
every day when the Church affembled for publick worſhip, { co 
- wit, every Lord's day or fiſt day of the week) they did break bread 
or celebrate the Supper : to ſhew , that they did rot celebrate that 
Ocdinance once onely in the yeer , as the Jews did their Raſſcover ; 
and as the Papifts do their Eaſter : nor only©once a 1nogth, as ſome 
Churches have done z but each firſt day of the week , when they 
aſſembled for publick worſhip , they celebrated the Supper of the- 
Lord, 

And whereas the Author ſuggeſteth, that the Apoltles in chang= 
ing the day or time of publick worſhip, ſhould have changed 
the Morality of the Sabbath , (as he fpeaketh.) Ir is a meer mi- 
flake ;. for the Apoſiles. did not , nor do we believe they could 
change any Moral Precept. We onely ſay, That they changed or 


remoyed that which was ſhadowy and Ceremonial ,. in reſpe& of 


the day or circumſtance of time 3 and in room thereof, have left 
unto us a. day of Reſt and- holy Worſhip, that is not ſhadowy 

at all, 
From the x Cor. 16. 1, 2, 3+ the Author raifeth an ObjcRionz 
and maketh an Anſyer thereunto: which Anſwer, compreheadech 
| mani-

manifold miſtakes. For firſt he difzpprovech our Traaflation; wp- 


on the firſt day of the week , and chuſeth to render ir, ebe forſf of 


Sabbaths. Not obferving, that both the word Sabbath in the 
fingular number, and Sabbatbs in the plural number , is pur for 
week or weeks, as you may read if you compare Zev.23.15. and 
Dewi. 16.9. Wherefore he doth not well, ro chuſe an obſcure 
phraſe rodarken the ſenſe of tie place, Secondly, he would have 
us believe that the word Sabbath, in the fingular number, is to be 
underſtood of the ſeyenth day of theweek ; and Sabbaths in the 
plural number, are to be underftood of Ceremonial Feafls. Bur 
he is much miftaken in the true ufe of choſe words. For as I ſhewed 
before the firſt day of the 7ch month, and the firſt and laſt days of 
the Feaft of Tabernacles, and alſo the tenth day of che ſeventh 
month, are called (in the fingular number) a Sabbath, or Sabba- 
tiſm, Lev.23.24,32,39- And once the word Sabbath is put for 
a week, Lev,23.16. ccmpared with Dewt. 16.9; Tr istrue in- 
deed, thar the word Sabbath is generally pur for ghe ſeventh day of 
the Weeks Reft 3 becauſe that day is more frequeht then any of the 
reſt, ard oftener ſpoken of in Scripture 2 yet 1c doth not therefore 
follow, that when the word is pronounced in the fingular number;ic 
muſt always be ſo underſtood, as I ſhewed before. 

Again, the Author doth as much miſtake the word Sabbaths, 
in the plural number 2 for he faith, itis to be underſtood of Cere- 
monial Feafts, and for proof thereof, quoteth Lewv.25.9. and 26, 
34.35- which ſpeak not of days of Feaſt, bur yzers of Reſt unto 
the Land, and releaſe urito Jervants z which Sabbatical yeers ,, are 
in thoſe Scriptures called Sabbaths. And to ſay the very truth, 
the word Sabbaths, is for the molt part (in Scripture) meant of the 
dayes of Reſt upon the ſeventh day of the week, as is plain by Lew. 


23.38, Neh.10.33. Lev.19-4,30. and in mary other placesin -. 


Moſes and the Prophets : cnely once you read ic put for weeks, 
Lev.23.1 5. compared with Dext.16.9. and five times the word 
Sabbaths in the plural number is uſed for Sabbatical yeers , Lew. 
25.$. and 26.34-35,43. 3 Chro.36.21. Buticis neyer to bt 
underſtood of ſolemn Feafts, as he would have ite | 
Again, He faith,'The word Sabbathow, 1 Cor. 16. 3. (which 
we render, the firft dayof the week) is to be underſtood of thoſe 
Ceremonial Feafts, As if the Apoltle ſhoutd haye faid , Upon 
the firſt day of the feaſts, I:t every one of you lay 1/ide; &c. Bur 


this would be inconfiſtent both with Scripture phrate , and with the: 
; Apoliles, 
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Apoſtles DoAtrine ahd PraQtice alſo. ' Fpr'28 I obſerved before, the 
word Sabbaths, in the plural number, is never. pronounced of 
Feaſts, by the Pen-men of holy wrics. Yet ſuppoſe ic were z what 
reaſon can we imagine, ſhculd move the Apoſtle co expreſs himſelf 
in a dark, obſcure and ambiguous word, whea another word. would 
have pur the matcer out of all controverGe. had he but ſaid, #pox the 
firft day of the Feaſts « which,the Author faith,was his meaning : 
2nd ſaith , that the word Sabbathor, is {oto be underſtood im that 
place, Beſides, how unlikely is ir, that the Apoſtle would Rtinc and 
limit cheir colleRions for the poor Saints unto one day of the Feaſts? 
may we not rather think , that the Apoſtles ſcope was toltir up the 
Brethren uato a weekly contribution , . whea their heatts. had been 
well warmed by the Miniftery of the word,and were mareenlarged 
£0 communicateto their fellow-b:ethren ? This were more likely to 
accompliſh the Apoſtles ead, as it is,written, That there be no ga- 
therings when [ come. F C 

Moreover, this is moſt certain, that the Apoſtles never,taught any 
of the Gzacile- Churches to obſerye Jewiſh Feſtivals , and days of 
Worſhip; bur on the contrary, he preacheth the abolicion of - King 
as I ſhewed from that of the Coloſſians. And how ſhould we 
then imagine , that heever intended to give Order for colleions to 
be made upon thoſe days , which he ſoexpreſly forbiddeth them to 
obſerye, Col.2.16. | 

Thus you lee, how many errors the Author ruaneth into at once, 
that he mightevade the force of an Argument grounded upon that 
Scripture,which plainly proyeth,that the Churches meetings to cele- 
brate publick worſhip, and co do other Church-aRts, were upon the 
fofft day of the week. 

As tor his Arguiment drawn from comparingy Deat.16.10,11, 
with 1 Cor. 16. 2. it hath no weight atall wich it , if the words 
be duly weighed 2: for that in Denteronomy ſpeaketh of oiving a 
Tribute of a Free-will Offeriag, 4s the Lord bath bleſſed them , 
or, according to which thy God may bleſs thee : and it is ſpoken 
of the Feaft ot Penteccſt when they reaped their. corn» The words 
inthe Corinthians arc, by our Tranſlators, rendred. as God hath 
bleſſed biz: others read them , as he would be bleſſed or proſ- 
percd of God, And ſoreading the words, they.have a necr affiaity 
with the words of foſes, laying, that they differ in the time. The, 
one Was to be done once in the yeer,at the Feaſt of Peatecoltgand the 


other ever fi;ſt day of the week. Yer I ſhould rather chuſe co 
| re>d 
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read the words thus 2 Let every oye lay by him iu flore, which: 
ay be bleſſed of God , or, may have a proſperous conveyance, 
given by God according to the defire of their hearcs , . for releif of 
the poor Saiats at Ferwſalems + for when anychiog according to 
the purpoſe , intention. or deſire of. our hearts, is biefled of God, 
unto the engs we aimed at, this is, gyo3:58. - And this I conceive 
was the Apoſtles meaning in that phraſe , co ſtrengchen their Faith 
in afſurance, that what they did with free hearts contribute , God 
would take-care -for the ſafety of irs conyeyance to the relief of 
their-brethren. | Now if you read the words.thus 3. then they hold 
forth a quite other matter to that which Zſoſes faich. Bur 
read the words as you pleaſe , yea, fo as may mottfayour the Au- 
thor's ſcope yz nay ſuppoſe the word to be one and the ſame 2 yer ic 
will not follow from the indentity of words , that Pawul and Moſes 
mult-needs ſpeak of. the ſame time, - It is not the ſameneſs of the 
thing done , or ſameneſs of the manner of doing , that doth 
infer the” ſamzeneſe or indentity of time ;- - becauſe the ſame 
duty may be performed in the ſame manner, at feyeral ſea- 
ſoxs.

Prophets, as [ſ4-1 3-6.) Neither doth Job» ſay , I was in the 
Spirit upon the Sabbarhday, orupon the ſeventh day of the week , 
bur he ſaith, ]was-in the ſpirit on the Lords dey. Now had the 
Spirit which breathed both in Afoſes and Jobs intended the fame 
thiag in both places, we may well conceive he would have uſed the 
ſame phraſe of ſpeech. And if we will give any reſpeR co the Sy- 
riack Tranflation , ( which ſeems to be made in the rſt Century, 
whilſt ſome of the Apoſtles lived ) you ſhall finde that where the 
Greek doth read it, the Lords ſupper, 2 Cor. 11,21. the Syriack 
renders it the Lords day; as being the day whereon they were wont 
cocelebrate the Sapper ; which was upon the firſt day of the week, 
as was ſhewed before. | 

And if any (hall ask me what reaſoa might moye the Apolile to 
call the firſt day of the week the Lords day: 

I anſwer : firſt, Ic may be fo called by the Apoſtle, to ſhew that 
that day was infticuted by himſelf in room of the Sabbath upon 
the ſeventh day of che week : for he was Lord of the Sabbath, and 


-had power to inftieute , abrogate, and diſpence with the Reſt , as 
he proves by ſeveral inſtances , and by the preſent caſe of his Diſci- 


ples z and therefore he had power to abrogate and alter : for, cx- 
jus eft inſtituere, ejua eſt deftiturre. 
Secondly, it may be called bs day in ſpecial manner , becauſe he 


;choſe that day, whereon to break bread with his Diſciples after his 


ReſurreRion , ſecretly inftruRting them thereby, that he had ſer ic 
apart for ſuch duties of publick worſhip. 

- Thirdly, it may be called the Lords day, becauſe ic was the day 
whereon he was conceived and born, the day whereon he was ba» 
ptized ; and afterward humbled for che firſt eAdawr's fins 3 it was 
alſo the day on which he roſe again and brake bread with his Diſci» 
ples, as I have ſaid 2 and the day whereon he fate down at his Fa« 
thers right hand, and poured forth his Spirit, In all which reſpeRs 
the Apoitle might well call ii the LORD'*s DAY. Where- 
fore the ſlight Anſwer wherewith the Author thinks to remove the 
force of this Text, doth not ar all fatisfie, nor in the leaſt detra& 
from the truth held forth; namely, that the firſt day of the week, is, 
by way of excellency , called the Lords day, And had _

fidered well before he wrote , what the meaning of Lordſhip over 
the Sabbath means, I ſuppoſe he would not ſoeafily have thought 
co blow away the argument grounded upon this Text. 

Apain ia anſwer to thatTexc, Heb.4.1 0.he is pleaſed to ſay, That 
that Scrip:ure onely comprehends a parallel betwixt the temporal 


28d ecernal Canaan. Bur if the matter be well weighed , I ſup- , 


poſe we fhall finde the Apoftles ſcope to be more then ſo. For 
you obſerve, That the Apoſtle havirg to deal with the Jews, he 
labors by manifold arguments throughout that Epiſtle to rake them 
off from reſting upon Hoſes, ard all eoſaical Rites and Wors 
ſhip ; and fo leads them to Chrift, of whom Afoſes prophelicd, 
and to whom Moſes was bur a ſeryant ; that frenfhim they might 
eake all their direAions far Worſhip, both av to the Worſhip it ſelf, 
and alſo the time and manner thereof 2 aſſuring them that he was 
as faithful as they could poſſibly apprehend Afoſes to be. And be- 
cauſe no Worſhip can be performed without a time limited for that 
purpoſe z and Chriſtians now were not to obſerve the ſame days of 
Worſhip, as the Fathers of old did; the Apoſtic gives them a Rea- 
ſon of the ſame, in one prircipal day of Worſhip ; namely, the 
Sabbath : which notwithſtanding doth not ia the leaft infringe the 
Morality of the fourth Commandments For he which is entred 
into his Reft, to wit, Jeſus the Mediator of the New Teftament, 
hath alſo ceaſed from his own works, as God did from his 53 and 
therefore our obſervation of the firſt day in the week, doch nor at all. 
hinder the Morality of the Commind. For whilſt the Ground 
and Reaſon of our RefF, is the fame it was before, (namely, echo» 
vah 's Reſt from his works) che Morality of the Preceprt is not 
wronged t but the Ground of our Chriſtian Reſt is the ſame 2 there- 
fore, Now that the ground of our Ref? is the ſam* which che fourth 
Commandment requires, he proyeth, bectule ſaith he, Jeſus that te 
extred imto his Reſt, he alſo hath ceaſ:d from hi own works as 
God did from bis. As if he ſhould haveſaid , You Jews keep 
a Reft upon the ſeventh day, becauſe God reſted as that day from

had aQually fulfilled it. This his lying in the Grave was a part of 
his work,and was indeed the laft and loweſt degree of his humilia- 
tioh + therefore his work of Redemption was mot finiſhed ill he 
roſe again. _ | 

Secondly, I anſwer, That Chriſt refted from his wogks upon that 
day whereon he roſe again, and fate down at his Father % right- 
hand. His RefſurreRioa was the beginning (as I may ſay ) of his 
Reft ; and the other , the completing of the ſame ; which is ficly 
ſer forth by his poſture of ficting, a proper Embleme of Ref. And 
if we would rightly underſtand , when Chriſt entred into his Ref, 
or ceaſed from his works g let us confider what is meant by God's 
works, and his ceaſing ; and what is meant by Chriſt's works, and 
his ceaſing from his own works. Doth not Chriſt ſay, A4y Father 
worketh hitherto, avud [work ? How then is it ſaid, God ceaſed 
from his works? Anſw. There be works of Creation,gworks of 
Providence, and works of Redemption, Now God ceaſed from 
works of Creation upon the ſeyenth day of the week, 2. There 
be works of Providence , and from them there is no intermiſſion ; 
but the Father and Son both are at work ſtill, 3. There are 
works of Redemption , which being accompliſhed, Chriſt refterth 
from them: and his ceſſation from thoſe works, is the ground of our 
Reft, and of cur obſeryance of the Lords day, grounded upon the 
fourch Commandment. | 

In the liſt piaſt placeghe makes a ſeeming (and in my judgement, 
a weak) anſwer to that place of Scripture, Col. 2.16,17, which 
place,rightly nnderftood,doth fully abrogare the ſeventh day of the 
week Sabbath , and all other Ceremonial days of worſhip, as I 
have ſhewed before. All which (like ſhadows) did flze away at 
Chriſt's death, as So/om50n prophefied of them, Cary. 2.17. and: 
4-6, Onely I think ic neceſſary ro add a few words for further 
clearing of that Text : which is the moſt pregnant place to prove the - 
abrogation of all Moſaical worſhip and days of- worſhip. And 
becauſe the Author in anſwering that Scripture, ſtrangely jumblech 
three Scriptures together, (namely,Gal. 5.1.Eph.2,1 5.Co1.2.14.) 
fayiog,That iu the ſeventh-day-ſabbath, there is nothing a con- 
trary to xe Gentiler, nor any b yoke of bondage, or c enmnty , Fo ; 
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. that itmreded to be ſlainor d taken ont of the way » The coft- d (dl.2.14. 


fuſion of his Anſwer, argaeth the confuſion of his ſpirit in his Reply. 

I ſhall cherefore briefly uafold the words of theſe ſeveral Texts, and 

by that ir will the better appear-ro the Reader , how little he hath 

anſwered to the queſtion. The firſt word blotting owt,Col.2.1 4, 

doth fignifie ſuch a kinde of obliteration, as leaverh no tittle or foot- 

ſtep of the thing remaining 2: ſee Zaxcby upon this Texr, Itis a me- 4 
taphorical ſpeech taken from accountants ; which when 2 debt was 
paid , were wont to blot it quite out , that ic might not be charged 
upon the debtor any more. *7 he hand-writing of ordinances, are 
all Ceremonial Ioſticutions. The word x89" $way, againſt xs, as our 
Tranſlation reads it, doth alfo fignifie, aocordeng rows ; andis fo 
tranſlated e, and fo I conceive it ought to be rendered in this place. 
So then the meaning of the Apoſtle, I conceive ro be this, That the 
band-writing of ordinances , or Moſaieal Rites and inſtitutions, 
Which is according to ws , ſuited to the Jewiſh PxzJagogy and 
framed according to the ſtate of that people , i blotted ont , and 
quite obliterated by Chriſt z amongſt which Ordinances , he 
reckoneth all the Jewiſh Sabbaths, as a parc, But afterwards, 
when he ſaith, * which was eomtrary toms , it implies, That thoſe + «<q 1,0 
Moſaieal infticutions , however they were ſuired unto their ſtate, ymyarriop. 
yet chey were ſecretly againſt chem, and adverſaries to them, as the 

word imports, They wete ſecretly againſt che Jews, thatcruſted co 

make up their defeRt of obediznce tothe Moral Law, by obſeryation 

of ſuch Ceremonies ; and ſo whilſt they looked for f juſtification  ,,,, 5 
thereby, they fell ſhore of the rightcouſreſs which is by faith : they 31,33. 
were alſo againſt the Gentiles, becauſe they ſtood as a wall of par- 

ticion betwixt the g Jews and them, until Chriſt removed them a» g xph.z. 14 
waygand brake down this wall of partition. This wall of partition 
was an occaſion of & enmity between Jews and Gentiles. And was 
it not then needful that theſe ſhould be (lain as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh? 
was there not need to remove theſe out of the way ; nailing them to 
his croſs? So thenz as the Jews nailed Chriſt upon the croſs , and 
flew him ; even fo theſe ceremonies and ſhadows are by Chrilt 
mailed to his croſs, and flair, | 

Ard thus you fee the nulling and abolition cf all rypes and 

ſhadows, the cime when, and the means whereby it was effeRed, 
ta wity the death of Chrift upon the croſs. From whence we may 
conclude , That all Ceremonies and ſhadows of Chriſt , without 
exception, were againſt the Jews, both as they were a yoke of bon»

dage; and as they became an occafion of ſtumbling to the carnal 
Jews, who did expeRt juſtification thereby ; they alſo wete againſt 
the Gentiles , becauſe they food as a partition wall ; and therefore 
needful they ſhould be done away. 

I believe the Author would let all ſhadows go, ſaving this of the 
Sabbath upon the ſeventh day of the week, which he would 
have toeſcape out of the overthrow. He is as tender of this, as 
Lot was of Zoar , or Jonah of his Gourd. I know it will be 
bard to convince by Arguments, except the Spirit, whoſe Office it is 
to convince , do undertake the work, and breath in poor weak in- 
ſtruments. But if once the Spirit do come, and open all theſe Scri- 
ptures, and clear up to our hearts what theſe ſhidows be, and 
how Feaſts, New Moons and Sabbaths, even all of chem, are ſha- 
dows, or make up one entire ſhadow of Chrift ro come ,z then 
will carnal Reaſon yarifh, 26d all our former darknefs, which miſ- 
led us, vaniſh as dew before the Sun 2 and.then we (hall plainly ſee, 
and not till thea, that we cannot retain any part or parcel of theſe 
Legal Conſticutions ; but we do by conſequence deny, that Chrift 
the ſubſtance is come. 

Briefly therefore to conclude , I ſhall winde up all with a word 
or two of Advertiſement 2 firſt, ro the Author of that Treatiſe, and 
all others that ſhall write Books,to weigh their words, and examine 
the Scriptures, and let your Language be the Language of Canaan, 
and not of Aſhdod , or as the Apoſtle faith, Let your ſpeech (and 
writing) alway be-with grace, ſeaſoned with ſalt, GCol.4.6, Se- 
condly , let me ſpeak two words to ſuch as are Readers of other 
mens writings: I, weigh the matter and the words alſo, in the ba- 
lance of the SanQuuary : ſearch the Scriptures , whether things be 
ſo, ere you give credit to eyery bold aſſertion, 2, Try (not onely 
the DoQtrines and Poſitions, bur alſo) the Spirit that breathes there- 
in, 1 Jobs 4+ 1. and if you finde a Spiric of ſcorn and blaſphemy, 
or ſelf, take heed of ir , and the Lord give you underſtanding in 
all things. | 
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Hs met with another large Treatiſe, without the Author's 
name, intitn'ed, The Morality of the fourth Command- 
ment : diyided into ſeven Chapters, pleading for the ſeventh=day- 
Sabbath gz and perceiving that ſome tender ſpirits are coomuch taken 
with it,and it may be the more for the Autchor*s ſake,who is a godly 
man : I thought good, at the requeſt of a Brother, to ſpeak ſome- 
thing briefly to the ſeveral Chapters, the Arguments and Scriptures 
therein alledged, to ſhew how little weight there is in all of them, 
(together conſidered) to prove that the ſeventh-day»Sabbath, (ob 
ſerved by the Saints before our Lord Jeſus reſurreRion) is biading to 
us Chriſtians. In handling whereof, I ſhall deal candidly and renders 
ly,as I may.concealing the Authors name, Yet to avoid tediouſnels, 
I muſt briefly ſum up the chapters,and cake only the marrow or ſub- 
ance of them , ſuch as ſeem co carry any ſhew of Argument with 
them 2 and that I may follow the Authors method I ſhall diſtribute 
my anſwer into ſeyen parts;according to his ſeven Chapters, . 


To the firſt Chapter. 


The ſubſtance of the firſt Chapter, is, That the World is credu- 
lous of Error, and blinde as ro Truth, and that long Cuſtom, and 
old Tradition , ſtrengthened wich Wir and Learnigg, preyaileth ro 
oiye credit to Error ; and that the brighteſt Star in the Church, will 
become dark if God withhold his Light z and that God hath de- 
figned ſome diftinguiſhing-Truth to every Age ; and that the mul- 
ticude will ſooner take up ſtones to throw at the ruth , then Scri- 
ptures to examine it by, 5. 

Unto all which I ſay, *Tis truz : But alas ! what is this to prove 
the ſeventh-day-Sabbath ? my nor Papiſis, Arminians, ec. ſay 
as much for ſundry of gheir Opinions ? yea, doth ir nor rather make 
againſt the ſeyenth-day-S:bbath, to ſay , Thar God bath deſigned 
ſome diſtinguiſhing Truth coevery Age? is it nor plain, That one 
diftinguiſhing Truth of che Saints before Chriſt, was their Reſt upon 


' the 7th day, to wit,that day on which the Creator reſted from his 
. works of Creation ? And fiace Chriſt's ReſurreRion, doth not this _ 


diſtinguiſh the Chriſtians or new Saints from ghoſe old Saints, thar 


they keeptheir Ref upon the firſt day of the week , on which our 


' Lord 
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Lord Jeſus did rife, and reft frem his works of Redewption P But 
methinks the Author's words, pag. 7. may be an Anſwer ſufficient 
cothat whole Chapter. For (ſatth he ) the whole ſtream of the 
praQtice of the Godly, is generally againſt this Opigion , which he 
holdech forth z and if fo, it would be a Chriſtians wiſdom, to take 
heed how he runs contrary to the whole ſtream of (odly men ; for 
ſuch God doth lead in pathes of righteonſneſs for. bis names 
ſake. As for bis Exhorcation to regounce our own parts aad wiſ- 
dom, and todepend upon the Father of light, &c._ ic is good, and 
wholeſome, and may very ficly be recommended to himſeif, and o- 
thers of his judgement. : 

Thus much I thoughr neceſſary to ſay unto; his firſt Chapter, 
to ſhew the Reader, how uſeleſs it is,to make good his Poſition, and 
ſo proceed to the next. 


To the ſecond Chapter. 


Ia this Chapter the Author argues for the ſeveath-day-Sabbath 
upon this Ground, becauſe itis generally counted Jewiſh , which 
(faith be) is a nickname. Had he ſaida dift inguiſhing Azme, it 
had been more proper ; for ſo the Old Teftament-Sainrs are called 
Jews, and New Teftament-Saints are called Chrifftiavs, And 
theſe are not oick-n2mes ; bur proper and diſtisguiſhing names, 
Yet ſhould we argue for our Lords day upon the ſame ground, be- 
cauſe himſelf , and thoſe of his judgemen: call it eAztichriftian, 
( whichis indeed a wick: »ame, or worle) the Auchor would e- 
fteem it a weak kinde of reaſoning; and well might he ſo do. 

Then he produceth another Argument for the ſeyenth=day-Sab= 
bath, from the number of ſeven, which, he ſaith, comes of a root 
that Ggnifieth fwlneſs. Suppoſe the root did fignifie falneſs, what 
would that prove as to the morality of the day ? Buc the Author 
in this doth much miſtake himſelf ; for the word paw, which fige 
nificth ſeven, comes of P2W1 , ro ſwear « or rather,ic ſelf is the 
root thereof, The root that ſignifieth fwlveſs, is PAV, and writ» 
ten with Six, not with Shiw ; and by the Grammarians it is made a 
_ GdiftiaRt root, Therefore the Author ſhould have been better ad» 
viſed, ere he had put an occaſion of ſtumbling, before ſuch as are 
ignorant of that Tosgue, or diſcovered his owa weakneſs in pub- 


lſhing ſuch a thing without examination. Fob countech it a fault * 


in his friends , that they ſpake either perverſly or fraudulently for 
. God, Job 13.7. mh | EE Af 
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Afterwards he proceedeth to argue for the feyefth day, from the 
;aftitution thereof in Paradiſe; frem the Father% Reft,and from the 
Saints Reft in Heayen,and from Chrift% refting in the Grave on that 
day 2 as alſo, becauſe the Tables were put inco the Ark, there- 
fore the ſeventh day is moral and perpetual. 

To which fragments , I anſwer : Firſt , That the inflicution of 
the ſeyeath day in Paradiſe, doth not proyeic moral, For, 
the ſame Reaſon , we might argue that the Tree of Life , and the 
Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil, ( which were Sacraments 
inſtituted in Paradiſe ) were moral and perperual. Indeed the 
Fathers yeffing on the ſeventh day from works of Creation, was 
Ground enough for man to reft from his labour , upon that day, 
until the Redeemer (who was Lordof the Sabbatb, as well as his 
Father, and, as Lord, had power to alter and abrogate, as well as 
infticutez) 1 fay, until che Redeemer had inflicted another day , in 
memorial of his own reſting from works of Redemption , as his 
Father had done from his proper works of Creation. Now the 
day of Chriſt's reftirg from his proper works of Redemption, was 
not-on the ſeventh day of the week, as the Author would make us 
believe ; but upon the firſt day of the week, For, though he lay 
in the Grave upon the ſeyenth day , and reſted from all aRtions of 
life, as upon that day z yet his very lying in the Graye , was the 
laſt and loweſt degree of his humiliation, and part of his work of 
Redemption. For, if Chriſt be ger raiſed, our Þaith is yain , and 
we are yet in our firs, 1 Cor. 15.17. wherefore his redeeming 
work exded nor till he roſe from the Dead , and then did his Reſt 
begin, and not before, His Riſing was the beginning of his Ret, 
and his fitting down at his Fathers right-hand , was the com- 
pleating (as 1 may ſoy) of his Reſt : and both the one. and the 
other, was. upon the firſt day of the week, which we Chriſti 
ans do celebrate 23s a RejF, in obedience to the fourth Command- 
ment. 

As touching the Szinrs Reſt in Heaven , ler the Reader take no» 
tice » That the Scripture nowhere faich, That they do re(t upon the 
ſeventh day of the week, or obſerye that dzy above any other day 2. 
nor is there any diftinRion of days or nights there, And as for the 
putting the Tables in che Ark, ir yields no demonſirative argument 
for the morality of the ſeventh day, nor'yer for any of the Come 
mandments. The placing the fourth Commandment ia the Tables, 
rather argues it ro be moral, then the placing of the Tables = 
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in the Ark, For by that ——_—_ Magna ahd Aaron's Rod 
might be connted inoral and perpetual , ( which were improper) 
for they alſo were put ia the Ark, yet they were nor moral nor per- 
perual, bur they are done away,  _ 

His argument alſo for the ſeyenth days morality from the Pro- 
phers mentioning the Sabbath amongſt other things moral, ( ſat. 
58, and 56, Ezek. 20, and 22.) is of as lictle force as the fore 
mer. Por by the ſawe reaſon , burnt offerings, and legal ſapri= 
fices z yea, the Temple it ſelf might be counted moral and perpetu- 
al, becauſe they are mentioned ia the ſame place amongſt things that 
are moral, But ſuch kinde of reaſoning the Author himſelf would 
diſallow. 

Further, the Author reaſons from the name Sabbatiſm, pnav, 
Exod. 16. 23. (which phraſe is alſo uſed , Heb. 4. 9.) that the 
ſeventh-day-Sabbath is moral ; but if chat argument were good, 
ic would proye the tenth day of the ſeventh month , or the day of 
their yeerly Faſt to/be moral ; for it is called by the ſame name, a 
Sabbatiſm, JM2D, Lev.16.31. and 23.31. And ſoalſothe 
Feaft of Tabernacles , or Nativity of our Lord, and the Feaſt of 
Trumpets, or the day of his Conception , for they alſo are called, 
PN2V, Sabbatiſms, Lev. 23. 24,29. though our Tranſlation 
renders it 4Sabbath:(o allo is the 7th day yeer called,a Sabbatiſme, 
Lev. 2 5.5,6.Yet I hope che Author will not fay,that any of theſe are 
moral; Agd as for Remes callinggthe ſeventh dies Sabbatrt ; ic hath 
no more weight in it to prove the morality of the ſeventh day, then 
it would to prove the morality of the firſt day,or our Lords day, be- 
cauſe they call it. dies Dowinicme. 

Thus have 1 briefly couched the ſeveral arguments couched by the 
Author is his ſecond Chapter, and ſhewed the inyalidity of them to 


evince the truth of his afſcrcion.

And let 
me commend this to the Readers conſideration, that though the Scri= 
pture takes nocice of theDiſciples rſtng according to theCommand= 
meat,immediately before the Reſurretion ; yer never do they ſpeak 
of reſting, or of reſting according to the Commandment (as upon 
that day) after the Reſurretion. As for the Texe alledged, AX. 
I 3.43, 44+ it oncly proves , that Pas! preached on the Jewiſh 
Sabbath,and he gives the reaſon of that prafticegbecaule the people 
were then congregated. This was ao groſs temporizing , as the 


Author callzic 2 for had they not met together, how could he haves 


preached to then ? and had they met any other day of che week, 
it would haye been either in ſeaſon or out of ſeaſon , and very 
lawful for bim to. have preached the Word.

Theſe things 
confidered, 1 commend ir to our diffenting brethrens conſideration, 
what day can be fo ficly called che Lords dayyby way ofexcelleacy, 
as this day which he hath ſo figaally defigned unto ſuch ſpiritual 
$? And that the Reader may be more fully facisfied, that all 
theſe things were. done upon the firſt day of the week, let me expreſs 
© lictle further the emphaſis of the word evuntesiom , whichis a 
compound word, and fignifieth to fil wp and rogerher. For by the 
way you may note , that as the ſuperſticious Jews obſerved their 
Pafſcover, that yeer, the day after the true day of Pafſcover kept 
by Chriſt and his Apoſtles ; ſo alſo did they keep cheir Pente= 
coſt, the day after the Apofiles kept the-true Pentecoſt. So then the 


full meaning of that word ovunveyi am, ſeems to me to be thus - 


much. In the congreſs of theſe rwo days,whea the true day was fully 
comegand expiring; and the day obſerved by the Jews(at that time) 
began, then were they met cogether, ec.

\The Text which the Author'quores (fob.1 9.20.) doth not ſay;

finiſhed when. Jeſus ws on the croſs + ' nor indeed was ir:finiſhed 
when he ſpake thoſe words, [t & fixiſhed. For, as then, he was nov 
dead, nor laid in his grave  boch which were parts of that work s 
that therefore which he ſaith-& fonifhed. is, that now he had offered 
up himſelf to the death, .evea that curſed deatb of the'crofs,, which 
was the laſt a& he had :o do whilfthe was alive. As'for his re fiwgp 
in the grave, \| ſhewed-before,thar that -was part of the work of re- 
demprion 3 -and that his-refting from that, which propexly was the 
Redeemers work, was his rifing.out of the grave upon the firſt day 
of. the week.

To the fourth Chapter, 


The fourth Chapter is moſily ſpent in arguments againſt the firft 
day of the week : tor, faith he, Chriſts appearing to his Diſciples on 
that day, Joh,20, the colleRions made that day for the poor Saints, 
x Cor.16. the title which ſome give it, The Lords day, and Paan!'s 
breaking of bread, FF.20. are butexamples z they are not. come 
mands, nor do they carry the force of a command or infticution. 

Ianfwer, They are not expreſs commands indeed, yet chey are e» 
quivalent to a command, and of the like force: for it is written, Be 
followers of God a8 dear children,Eph.5.1. 2nd again,Be follow-. 
ers of me, as 1 alſo am of Chrift,1Cor.11.1. But toftoop tothe 
weakneſs of theſe brethren, I would wave the arguments drawn from 

Chriſts example , or che Churches praQiſe, andeloſe with them in 
ſearch after a word of isflitution. And let all ſuch brethren under- | 
"ſtand, that we who hold the fiſt day of the week, baye a firm _ 
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For tharCommandmemc, rightly interpreted; bigdes us not abſolute- 
Iy(& #n : orminis)o an obiervation of the feyeath day of the week, 
as our-difſentiog brethren urge ir ; but nato the ſeventh day, count» 
ing from Jehovah*s reſt, as I ſhewed beforein the farmer Treatiſe, 
'So- that had Jehovah reſted upon the teventh day, or fit day , or 
'any other day of the week, from that which was his proper works 
the fourth Comniaad would binde us,tocann from thence bx days, 
an&toreft'upot the ſtwomb day from that reft of Jehovah, Now 
there being but two days on which Jehovah reſted from his proper 
work, namely, the ſewextb, wherein the Creator reſted ; and the 
fir ff day of the week whexein the Redeemer refted;the faurth Com- 
nanadment (by the wiſdom of Chrift) is ſo penned, that-ic bigdes all 
the New Teftament-Sainrs, fiace his ReſurreRion, as firmly to: ob- 
iſevye the firſt day ofthe week holy , vs ic did the Saints of the Old 
eftxmieat unto the ſemienth day.

5.1 4:2 5. he 
concealed nothing from theme ; bur, all rhing# [ bare heard fron 
wy Father, [ bave made kuown to you + woich yer mult be warily 
interpreted becauſe he had not yet (hewed them , what Officers he 
meant to have in his Churches , and many other things concerniog 
his Kingdom, which were rcterved till after his ReſucreRion , to be 
revealed, eA&.1.3, 7 
Another argument he b:ings againſt the firſt day of the week he» 
cauſe Chrilt appeared to his Dilc ples as they were fiſhing ; there» 
fore neither did the Apoitles keep ir as a Sabbath, nor did Chriſt ſo 
efteem it, But for antwecr to tha: let ir be conſidered. char that Scri- 
pture, Fob. 21. doth not at all mention-the. 6ay-of the weeks, - Ic 
mighras well beimagined, to be the ſeventh day, or any orcher day 
of the week;,as the firlt day of the week: therefore I pats irby as an. 
argument that hath no footicg ia.the Text, As for the fiory tercnc 
our of the Popiſh Legend, ic is not worthy an anſwer, nor fic rpc 
brought in,ia this caſe. 0 
nos 
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.of inficution for our praftice , to wit , the fourth Commandmeat;. 
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. Another argumekt is broughc -F compared with Lak.2 3, 
56. to proye , That the firſt day of the week was not obſerved by 
Aeary 23 a refb, becauſe they bought ſpices on that day. To which 
I anſwer, that as yet Chrift had not appeared go them,nor declared 
his-miade for obſervation of that day z 'and therefore no maryel if 
they did nor obſerve it as a day of holy reff. 2. I anſwer, That the 
ſpices were not prepared on the firſt day of the week , but on che 
fixch, and they refted on the Sabbzth, which was not as then abro- 
ated or altered. Bar never do we rcad of buying , or ſelling, or 
Ething upon the firſt day of the week, after the Lord Jeſus had ap- 

peared to his Diſciples afcer his ReſurreRion. 
Further, the Author alledgeth MF. 20,7. and faith, it is not 
powerful caough to conſtitute a Sabbath, To this I anſwered in the 


 begiagigg of this fourth Seftion or Chapter. And though he ſay, . 


Thac the phraſe, breaking of bread, xadou «proy, in no place is uſed 
for the Lord % Supper : he is greatly miſtaken, For he may 'read 
that phraſe, Alat.26.26, Mardl 4-23. 1 Cor.l0.16.& 11,24. 
which cannot otherwiſe be underſtood bur.of the Supper. Agdin 
this very place, 4.20.7. the Syriack reads it, They came together 
tobreak the Exchariff, or Lord's Supper. Indeed, that breaking 
of bread mentioned, v.11. is readred by the Syriack, as breaking 
of common bread for 'our uſual repaſt. And whereas the Author 
faith , that the phraſe of breaking bread is firſt uſed, Lak,3443 5. 
and that i: hath reference unto Afar.1 6.14. where it is ſaid, that 
the eleyen were at ſupper ia 7er#ſalem + he is guilty of a double 
miſtake. For Afark makes menticn of breaking bread wich hisDiſci- 
ples after thePafſeoyer,Se thac mentioned by Lakeewas his breaking 
bread at Emmans. 2. Itis another wrong to ſaygthat the breaking 
bread, Lwk,24-35. is to be refered ——_— 6.14» For the one 
was Emma, the other at Jeruſalem. And there was onely two 
Diſciples in the one place, and eleyen in the other. Beſides, dark. 
ſaith , They were at ſupper in Jerwſa/ems z but ſays nota word of 
breaking bread, Bur if all were true as he relates it, yer it would ar- 
gue nothing agaiaſt our Lords day : only f note the miſtakes, that 
the Reader may not relie too much upon thecredir of the Author, 
And whereas he ſaich, Thac the Supper was firſt adminiſtred apon 
the week day: I anſwergthat grant it ſo cobe,whac will thar weaken 
the morality of the firſt day, or Chriſtian reſt, or our breaking bread - 
thereupoa? The place alledged, Rev. 1 .1 0.ywhere the Apoſtle ſpeaks 
of the Lords day, 1 wouldgzot preſs ic as a demonſtrative argument, 


for 
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for ſaaQification of the 1 day of the week yet if we compare it with 
1 Cor.11,20. as the Syriack reads.it, .it may be a' camwulative ar- 
gument, Or an argument ex abundaxzts : tor the Apoſtle there re» 
proving the abuſe of heir lovesfeafts, ſaith, When ye come togethey 
into one place,this is wat to eat the Lords ſupper. In the Syriack it 
is read, hen ye come togetber, ye do that which i not lawful on
